in  1966  the  Whitney  Museum  resumed  collecting 
historical  American  art  with  the  acquisition  oi  oil 
paintings  by  fohn  La  Faige,  George  lnncss,  Martin 
[ohnson  Heade  and  fohn  Singei  Sargent,  all  gifts  from 
private  collectors.  Since  in  recent  years  there  has  been 
tremendous  interest  in  the  art  oi  out  past,  it  was  most 
appropriate  that  the  Whitney  Museum,  as  a  major  mu- 
seum devoted  to  American  art.  should  undertake  to 
augment  its  collection  of  20th-century  art  with  works 
by  Americans  from  the  18th  and  19th  centuries. 

In  the  last  five  years  the  Whitney  Museum  has  also 
increased  its  activity  in  bringing  exhibitions  of  19th- 
century  painters  to  the  New  York  public.  Exhibitions
